|fat and has been known to develop 
to a very noticeable degree after an 
hour or so. In the case of butter, the 
fat turns to a very light or white 
color, and the same change takes 
place in the fat in milk or cream 
whether it is homogenized or not. 

Dr, Hood states that if consumers 
find that milk or cream has become 
tallowy in flavor after keeping it for 
twenty-four hours, they should not 
blame the dairy by whom they are 
supplied, if these dairy products have 
been kept in a window exposed to the 
sun. This flavor can be prevented if 
milk and cream is protected from di- 
rect sunlight by wrapping the bottles. 
in a piece of heavy brown paper or 
by placing them in a wooden box 
made for the purpose, when it is 
necessary to keep them outside. But 
a cool shaded corner in the cold stor- 
age of the cellar is always a safe 
place to keep dairy products at this 
tife of the year, when outside tem- 
peratures are generally lower than 
those obtained in the average house- 
hold refrigerator.

Level Crossing 


| Protection 


Federal Government To Appropriate 
Large Sum For This Purpose 
During Next Ten Years 

Appropriations totalling $2,000,000 
for levél crossing improvements will 


be made by the federal government | 


during the next 10 years, Hon. C. A. 
Dunning, minister of railways, has 
announced, The first instalment of 
$200,000 will be provided at the forth- 
coming session of parliament. 

Limitations which restricted the 
spplication of the grade crossing 
fund were removed at the last ses- 
sion, Mr. Dunning pointed out, and 
the further sum of $1,968,984.74 ha 
been made available. This represents 
the unspent balance from the $4,000,- 
000 contributed by thé government. 

So far in 1928, railroads and muni- 
cipalities have spent as much 
in level crossing protection as they 
did in the whole of the preceding 20 
years, Mr. Dunning declared. The 
railroads have spent $2,744,000,. as 
compared with $3,239,000 for the 20- 
year period ending December 31, last. 
The municipalities contributed §2,- 
853,000 ag compared with $2,730,000 
for the 20 years. The latter figure 
includes $591,000 spent by the pro- 
vineial governments. 

Grade crossings assisted from the 
fund this year number 102, bringing 
the total to 1,030 since 1909. It is 
entimated that there are 30,102 cross- 
ings in Canada, of which 25,591 are 
rural and 4,511 urban. 

Crossing accidents during the first 
nine months of this year were 242 
despite redoubled efforts to cope with 
the situation. For the whole of 1927 
the figure was 310. 

The fund first became available on 
April 1, 1909, and is under the ad- 
ministration of the Dominion rail- 
way board. The board has power 
to make orders for the protection ot 
the public at railway crossings and 
to apportion the cost as between the 
federal fund, the railways and the 
municipalities. 

The maximum payment from the 
fund has been raised from $25,000 to 
$100,000 for each crossing on a 40

During the five-year period the 
average daily production of milk was 
24.83 Ibs. for the cows on the sun- 
flower silage, and 24.52 Ibs. for the 
cows on the oats, peas, and vetch sil- 
age, while the cost of feed per 100 
Ibs. of milk produced was $1.63 and 
$1.78 respectively, showing that these

For Poultry ls Compared 
In the feeding of poultry at the 


=| Lacombe, Alberta, Experimental Sta- 


tion, buttermilk and beef scrap were 
compared as a source of animal pro- 
tein for winter egg production, Pens 
of white Wyandotte pullets were used 
in the experiment, which lasted from 
the beginning of November until the 
end of the following April. Except for 
buttermilk given'to one lot and beef 
scrap to the other, the ration was 
the same with the different pens, At 
the end of the experiment it was 
found the pens given beef scrap pro- 
duced slightly better results than 
those receiving buttermilk, from the 
standpoint of egg production, The 
cost per day of eggs produced was 
14 cents per dozen in favour of the 
beef scrap.

Dr. Hugo Eckener, who piloted the 
Graf Zeppelin to the United States 
and them back to Germany, told an 
interviewer the ship was “finished” 
#0 far as “any regulat passenger ser- 
vice” is concerned, “We must,” he 
added, “build quicker and stronger 
airships if we are to take up regular 
passenger service.” i ‘ 

The Graf Zeppelin, therefore, has 
proved to the satisfaction of every- 
body that it was able to do what the 
Pritish R-34 did several years ago, 
and that's the end of it. The Graf 
sailed to this continent in about the 
time of the Mauretania, and sailed 
home again in a period just under 
the time of the R-34. It carried a few 
adventurous passengers, but none in 
eny particular hurry. It moved a lit- 
tle freight and mail, but not enough 
to justify strohg hopes of commercial 
success. It blazed no lonely trail over 
untraversed airways; revealed no ex- 
traordinary improvement over the 
performance of the old British ship, 

Now it is admitted the newest 
Yeppelin.is useless for passenger 
traffic. Most people suspected as 
much, Naturally an airship which 
can stay aloft for five days would 
be a formidable weapon of offence in 
war, but in peace times one does not 
see where the Graf can earn its gas 
and oil, British dirigivies which are 
bigger and presumfibly better now 
are in process of construction, and it 
is hoped they will mark a distinct 
siep forward in lighter-than-air 
craft, ' The United States Govern- 
ment is preparing to construct a pair 
rot airships which are to be “the larg- 
est in the world,” but they will not 
be ready for some years, Obviously 
progress is being made slowly, and 
the vast cost of these jumbering 


mensters combined with their inevit-’
